The Farmers’ Sun, of Toronto, 
voiced our sentiments when it 
said: 

“ion. Mr. Brodeur informed 
the House of Commons a few 


. days ago that a number of the 


officials of the Marine and Fish- 
eries Department, shown by the 
Cassels’ inquiry to have been 
guilty of robbing the Dominion 
treasury, have been dismissed 
from office. Among those dis- 
missed are Commander Spain, 
who charged the Government 
with travelling expenses which 
had not been incurred; J. F. 
Fraser, Commissioner of Lights, 
‘who made purchases contrary to 
the Minister’s orders; Agent 
Gregory,who levied tolls on near- 
ly all the purchases made by him 


' onbehalf of the Government, and 


George D. O’Farrell, Inspector of 
Lights; C. T. Schmidt, Inspector 
of Government steamers; Capt. 
Koenig, of the Government 
steamer Druid; A.E.Beauchemin, 
Inspeotor of Dredging, who were 
guilty of like offences. 

The mere dismissal of these 
Officials is not sufficient. They 
were guilty of offences for which 
the criminal code provides a term 
of imprisonment. In every case 
dismissal should have been fol- 
towed by prosecution with a view 
of inflicting the full penalty pro- 
vided by law. Notonly this, but 
the Minister himself should have 
been retired from office by the 
Premier, the investigation nav- 
ing, to say the least, shown his 
utter unfitness for so responsible 
@ position. 

The Opposition.does not stand 
in this matter in much better 
light than the Government. The 


- only action it has taken in regard 


to the crimes shown to have been 
perpetrated, has been to demand 
an investigation, similar to that 
conducted by Judge Cassels, into 
all other spending departments.

THE RED DEER BAKERY. 
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{British Columbia Fruit Grow- 


ers Ask More-Rigorous 
Enforcement of Fruit 
Marks Act. 


The British Columbia fruit 
growers want more protection, 


through the enforcement of the|- 


Fruit Marks Act. The market 
for which they are contending is 
that of the prairie provinces; they 
claiin that the Fruit Marks Act is 
applied to Canadian growers, but 
not to Americans, who thereby 
get an advantage in the market. 

The case was presented by Mr. 
Martin Burrell, of Yale Cari- 
boo, who is a practical fruit 
grower. He estimated the fruit 
acreage of British Columbia at 


«175,000 acres with a value of $15,- 


000,000, and predicted a value of 
5100,000,000 ten years hence. 
Incidently he stated that of the 
15,000 acres of fruit trees, 5,000 
acres were of peaches a fact not 
generally realized in the East. 
Mr. Burrell maintained that the 
nonenforcement of the Fruit 
Marks Act against Americans 
was resulting in the Americans 
dumping in the Canadian West 
diseased fruit and culls. 
fruit was sold as first grade, and 
therefore the British Columbian 
growers, who had to comply with 
the Canadian regulations, had to 
meet unfair competition. He 
cited one American company 
which controlled five distributing 
houses in:the prairie provinces. 
The peach market, he stated, is 
largely held by Americans who 
last year shipped into Saskatche- 


-|wan and Alberta 63,000 cases or 


50 carloads. 

Mr. Burrell’s remedy wae the 
appointment of more inspectors. 
He proposed that the inspecting 
force in the West be brought up 
to seven; two in Manitoba, one 
each in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, and three in British Col- 
umbia. 

Mr. Burrell also made _ this 
suggestion regarding the tarriff: 
American fruit comes largely in 
boxes, while the Canadian duty 
is tased on the barrel. At pres- 
ent interpretation is made by four 
boxes a barrel, whereas they hold 
more. Heasked that the inter- 
pretation should be changed, and 
that three boxes should be called 
a barrel. This would equal an 
increase equivalent to one quarter 
of the duty. 


QUESTION OF INSPECTORS. 


Mr. Joseph E. Armstrong, of 
West Lambton, backed up Mr. 
Burrell, and advocated the in- 
crease ofthe force of inspectors 
in Ontario, which contains two- 
thirds of the fruit trees of Canada. 
The present lax inspection, he 
encouraged dishonest 
packers. 

The Minister of Agriculture 
welcomed the suggestions, and 
the nonpartisan spirit in which 
they were made. But he also 
pointed out that it was not the 
design of the Fruit Marka Act, to 
secure the Inspection of all Can- 
adian fruit. The act could be 
enforced by any person, and it 
was expected that the Canadian 
purchaser would make use of it 
to protect himself. To inspect all 
fruit would require so large a 
force of competent men that it 
would be ‘“‘impossible”’ to ootain 
them for a service lasting only 
for three months. 

A further reason against in- 
specting all fruit was that it 
would interfere with the forward- 
ing of the fruit. For example, 
from 500,000 to 1,000,000 barrels 
of apples were shipped from 
Montreal in about two months, 
and it would be impossible to in- 
spect’ all. without seriously im- 
peding shipment. 

The act was first established, 
said the Minister, to ‘protect 
Canada’s name in the British and 
other foreign markets. Careless 
packing had brought Canadian 
fruit into disfavor. 

Later the Act was extended to 
interprovincial trade, to protect 
weStern consumers. 

The act applies to imported as 
well as to Canadian fruit, said 
Mr. Fisher, and the inspectors 
had been instructed so to enforce 
it. The Government inspectors 
reported that American fruit was 
generally well packed. They did 
not report any bad American fruit. 
Further western fruit dealers 
spoke favorably of American 
fruit. 

‘“Wholesale or retail?” asked 
Mr. Burrell. 

“They are generally Ameri- 
cans,’’ commented Mr. Burrell. 

The Minister paid a compli- 
ment to British Columbia fruit. 
He would prefer it to American. 
He believed the chief reason why 
the British Columbians had not 
captured the prairie market, was 
that they did not produce enough 
to supply the demand. 

He met Mr. Burrell’s suggestion 
in regard to the tarriff by pro- 
mlsing to bring it before the 
Minister of Customs. He would 
represent to him that, if fruit were 
to be admitted in boxes, and the 
duty paid on a barrel basis, the 
basis should be three instead of 
four boxes to the barrel. The 
Minister closed by expressing his 
readines to give a larger measure 
of inspection, and pointed out 
that three inspectors had been 
added to the Ontario force last 
season.

London’s vastness within the a 
limits of comprehension was 
made yeeently. The lecturer 
opened: with a few indigestable 
facts, such as the Administrative 
County of London is 117 square 
miles in area, that it contains 2134 
miles of streets, 623,591 houses, 
sheltering five million souls, and 
329 railway atations. Touching 
the growth of the great metropolis 
he said the period of most rapid 
development was immediately 
succeeding the Napoleonic wars. 
The growth in value was no less 
extraordinary than the growth in 
bulk. He gave some amusing 
examples of this. A piece of 
land in St. Clement Canes rented 
by the corporation of London for 
six horseshoes was now worth £3 
or £3 a square foot, Between 
1860 and 1900 the price of free 
hold land near the Bank of Eng- 
land rose £15 to £70 per square 
foot. In Old Broad street a pro- 
perty let at £300 per annum 63 
years ago was now worth £38000. 
The rateable valve of the City of 
London had risen from £12,000 
a year in 1339 to 25,373,276 in
